beginnings, attain monopolistic power. Fora time, it was feared 
that sugar-beet-growing, one of the most promising and profitable 

Utah county’s many and varied industries, would be wholly an- 
nihilated by the grasping greediness of the corporation owning the 
only beet-sugar factory in this state. The policy of the managers 
of this infantile, yet ambitious concern, had brought matters to such 
a pass, that the growers of sugar-beets in Utah county were prac- 
tically at their mercy. As it is, there are now over 
acres of the best bench-land beets frozen in the ground 


two hundred 


a dead loss 


to the growers, and all because of the refusal of the sugar combine 


to handle a product, the cultivation of which it had expressly agreed 


to foster. Utah county farmers are nothing if not up-to-date, and 


the way they have manifested their disapproval of the action of the 
sugar-manufacturers is as commendable, as it is intelligent and pub- 
lic-spirited. The agriculturalists are to have a sugar-factory of their 
own, and are going to run it on the long-tried and, in Utah, never- 
found-wanting co-operative plan, both as to production and con- 


sumption. It is proposed to harness the splendid water-power at 


Spanish Fork; erect, at that conveniently located commercial cen- 
ter, a fully equipped plant, and handle the enormous output of 
sugar-beets from the southern end of the county. While Utah 
county beets, as a glittering generality, excel all others as sugar- 
producers, it is conceded that the bench land-grown beets are the 


best. The output of these sugar-carriers now amounts to thou- 


sands of tons annuallv, and there is room for a ten-fold increase of 


the product. There is no doubt about the enterprise being set 
going, as such clear-headed and progressive men of Utah county 
as President Creer, of the Spanish Fork Co-operative company, and 
Messrs. Jones, Argyle, Hughes, Smith, Banks, and others of equal 
prominence, are moving vigorously in the good cause.
